TAXES HIS OWN LIFE 



Death of Distinguished Naval Of- 
ficer a Great Shock To His 
BiMqr Loved Ones Here 



A])i-il 2,i — Rear 
Admiral Carlo 1',. r.ritlain, chief 
of staff of Admiral Henry B. Wil- 
son, commander of the Atlantic 
fkn-t, shot and killed himself 
while on duty with the fleet in 
Cuban waters, yesterday. Ad- 
miral Wilson in advisincr the 
Navy Department ot Admiral 
Brittain's death, gave no reason 
for the act. The bofly will be 
brought to the United States on 
the hospital ?hip. Solace. Brit- 
tain's home is at Richmond, Ky. 



Richmond and all this coninmn- 
ity was immeasurably sliockcd 
rFiday morning by the receipt of 
a telegram fr(jin the Xaval De- 
partment a.t W'a.'-Iiin'L^^ton, an- 
nouncing the death of Rear Ad- 
miral Carlo lionapartc J5ritlain. 
lie was en route from Panama 
Canal to New York. -Mrs. r>rit- 
tain, who is with her parents- Mr. 
and Mrs. T. E. Baldwin, here, w as 
to have left within a few da\s to 
join her husband in New York. 
She and all the family are j)ros- 
trated by the news of Admiral 
Brittain's death. His only son. 
Baldwin Brittain, who is attach- 
ed to the Battleshij) Xorth Dako- 
ta, will bring his fathers' remains 
to Richmond for interment. 

His family and intimate friends 
here are wholly unable to account 
for the cause of Admiral Brit- 
tain's act. and are awaitinj;- fni - 
ther information. Several friends 
ip town have had letters and jiost 
cards from him recently, they 
say, in which he con!ji>lained of 
still suffering from the effects of 
flu. with which he suft'ered a 
short time ago. 

Admiral Brittain Avas one of 
Kentucky's most distinguished 
sons ill the service, of his coun- 
try. Although a native of Pine- 
ville, where he was l>i.ni juimary 
16, 1807, he had long made Kieh- 
mond his home when off active 
duty, and was held in hij^lust fs- 
teeni by everycme. His visii.-> 
here %vere eagerly looked for- 
ward to, and always enjoyed. 

His service in the navy cover- 
ed an eventful period of the na- 
tion's history and h.e ])iay(.(l v. ell 
his part. After attending C'lnn- 
berland College at Ijarbourvilie, 
he was appoinied lo .\nnapolis, in 
1884, by the late Ctjngressman 
John D. White, and graduated 
with iionors n: 1888. He loved 
his profession and was a sl;id.-nt 
of naval affair.^. lie became an 
Ensigu in 18'^J; was i)romoted to 
a Lieutenant of the junior grade, 
February C, 18'JS: iuW DieiiUiiaut 
March 3, 1899; Lieutenant Com- 
mander July 1. IS .'.^; Commander 
September, o. VJiJJ; and a Caplain 
July 1. 1914. 

Admiral Brittain's career car- 
ried him throni;ii various bra.nch- 
es of the service, in all of which 
he acquitted iiim.-.elf with high 
distinction. He serverl as Com- 
mandant at the Naval Academy 
for several terms, and in this im- 
portant w<jrk gave the best tliat 
was in him. lJurir.g the times he 
was at the head of .Vnnapolis, he 
was always particularly watchful 
of the boys who were sent there 
from Keutuck\', and many a 



most of the w-ar. A number of 
Madison county boys served on 
this ship during the war under 
Admiral Brittain's command. 

Because of the exceptional abil- 
ity- he displayed during these try- 
ing times, he won his Admiral's 
stripes, and became a fleet com- 
miander. He was appointed Rear 
.\dmiral and served in that high 
capacity to the end of the war. lie 
has been in charge of a cruise and 
maneuvers at the Panama Canal

Eddie Clock, fifteen years of 
age, who was born and raised in 
London, England, read in a Ken- 
tucky paper thrown away by an 
American sojrlier, alxntt two 
ycar.s agrj about the wonderful 
corn grow n liere, and he declared 
then and there to ccnnc to Ameri- 
ca, after the war, and see for 
himself, lie arrived recently at 
Gulfport, :\li^s.. and arrived 
Ihrusday night in Richmond.
